The people have insisted*for years that, if possible, the 
judiciary should In* taken out of polities. 
Under the old law which required that the names of can 
did&tes for judicial positions should Im* placed on the party 
ticket under the party emblem, instances 
have

r a r e <«nough when unfit men were swept into jud icial pnsi 
tions on party landslides, or slipped in bv virtue of a h e a v y 
dominant party vote. 


These regretable election accidents uncured entirelv too 
frequently to suit the people of the state, aud not a few regular 
party nominees were defeated by independent candidates. 
The 
frequency wit Ii which the people sought insurance from the 
curse of unfit men in jud icial position by resort to the Inch* 
pendent ticket was but tin* forerunner of a demand that all 
candidates for judicial positions, should have 
their 
names 
printed on a separate ballot on which was absent all partv 
designation and on which the name- of the candidates were to 
be rotated. 


This demand grew* to such proportions that planks favor 


lug it were placed in party platform s and tin* enactment of the 
Green non partisan ballot law, as it i- called, followed. 


Upon just what legal technicality it could he claimed that 
the constitution of the state forbade the enforcement of a law 
which comes nearer than anything vet suggested to taking the 
judiciary out of polities, U a m atter in which the average cpi 
zen is not interested. 


Nearly even co n scien tio u s voter m the state believes it a 
good law and would h ave been d is a p p o in te d 
in a decision 
which denied to the people the right to h ave such a law. 
It is a little singular that the Supreme Court divided, 
three for holding the law constitutional and two for holding it 
invalid. 
It is worthy of note too that the three were Memo 
units and the two wen* Republicans.
